Schuh has contacted David Lowe regarding changing grant
specifications for the next cycle, requesting that the mnivan be nade
avai lable to 5310 grant recipients in its original, nonaccessable version
(7 or 8 passenger) to accommobdate fixed rural route transportation needs.
MPG on 7/1 wvans is approximately 10-12 while the mnivan is 22+.
Significant cost savings are possible if the specifications are changed.
